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Introduction 


I work as a technical writer. One day, shortly after 
starting on the Osborne 1, I needed to copy a single file 
from one disk to another. I turned to the Osborne 1 User’s 
Reference Guide for help. In the Table of Contents I found an 
entry called “Copying Diskettes” and flipped to that sec- 
tion of the book. I needed to copy a single file however, not 
the entire diskette. Common sense told me to look in the 
back of the manual for the index. But there was no index! 


Two days later a friend rescued me. 
“Use PIP to copy single files,” she said. 


Actually, my friend confessed, she had only discov- 
ered PIP by accident. We began to discuss indexes and 
ways to find things easily. As it turned out, most of the 
Osborne users she knew had trouble locating information 
in the reference manual. 


This made me curious. I decided to do a small survey 
polling members of the local user’s group. Surprisingly, 
most of the comments I received were similar. It takes 
“dogged determination” to locate information in the man- 
ual, wrote one user. Others found what they were looking 
for “with difficulty” or after “considerable search.” One 
woman said she relied on instinct. There was “no index.” 


Thus the idea for OSDEX was born. OSDEX is a 
comprehensive index to the blue spiral-bound and the 
blue perfect-bound Osborne 1 User's Reference Guide. Incor- 
porating suggestions from friends and fellow Osborne 
users, I tried to make this the most complete and easy-to- 
follow index possible. Accordingly, I have listed most en- 
tries three ways: 1) by name 2) by name under the appro- 
priate software heading, and 3) by description under the 
software category. Control commands and dot commands 
are grouped under software headings so you may peruse a 
list. A quick guide to the layout of the user’s manual 
follows in the first section of this book. 


The Osborne 1 User's Manual 
Explained 


The Osborne 1 User’s Reference Guide is easy to understand 
once you know how it is organized. The manual is written 
as if it were two separate books: 1) a step-by-step tutorial 
on the standard Osborne software, and 2) a reference 
document that gives short explanations of the various 
software commands, statements and functions.

Because the manual is divided into tutorial, reference 
and error messages sections, it is often difficult to find 
information on a given subject. Take the subject “CP/M” 
for example. There is information on it in two different 
areas of the Tutorial, as well as in the Reference, Error 
Messages and Quick Reference Sections. 


So how do you know which part of the book to go to? 
In general, if you want to find out about a specific com- 
mand, function or statement, look in the “Q” Quick Refer- 
ence Section for a one line definition. Or turn to the “R” 
Reference Section for the command title and a short para- 
graph on what it does. To get a more in-depth view of how 
to use a command, look in the Tutorial Section where you 
will usually find the command explained in an example. 

For information (other than commands, functions 
and statements) which generally requires a lengthy expla- 
nation, always go to the Tutorial Section of the manual 
first. Look for error messages in the special Error Messages 
chapter at the end of the Reference Section, and peripheral 
information in the Appendices and Tables.

A Few Notes on OSDEX 


The following portion of this book is an alphabetical index 
to the entire Osborne 1 User's Reference Guide. There are 
several software categories included as major subject 
headings within the alphabetical listing. These are: 
CBASIC, CP/M, Mailmerge, MBASIC, Supercalec and 
Wordstar. Since there are extensive listings under each of 
these headings, one of the easiest ways to find information 
is to go directly to the appropriate software category. 

Commands are listed three ways throughout the in- 
dex. For example, the command *KX appears: 

1) by name in the K section
